HE market has been literally flood- 
ed with Indian blankets, No less 
than elght people of my acquaint- 
ance rec ed one each on Christ- 

mas morning. Ten more have already 
bought them. One was sent to me the 
other day by mistake. And I have be- 
fore me seven inquiries as to the use of 
the Indian blanket. 

In face of all these figures, I feel that 
1 must do something, ang do it quickly 
Shall we use these Indlan blankets? 
And how? 

To begin with, {n color and design the 
Indian blanket is so insistent that It 
does not fit into the average room. 
The designs are noticeably and angue 
larly geometric; the colors are biack, 
tan, white, gray and a brilliant scarlet 
ostly, these are all combined tn one 
r Occasionally, the red is left out 
entirely; ond sometimes we see the 
Dlack, gray and white combination, or 
the black and tan 

Can you honestly imagine one of these 
fugs in a cretonne-lung room, or in 
the average room of colors dull and 
blended? Of course not. But there must 
be some place for them 

I can see a hall, quite plain and 
rather narrow, the woodwork of which 
fa white, the paper putty colored. I see 
a large twisted-legged table, painted 
black, pushed against a wall between 
two windows, Above the table hangs a 
heavy old-gold mirror, flanked by two 
pictures, black and red Before the 
table, and partly under it, I see an 
Indian blanket {n putty color, black and 
ecarlet.
